No doubt we shall have an 
abundance of convention new* 
in this number, yet we may be 
able to find a few items that will 
nql likely be mentioned by any 
other writer. 

In the first place, we can Dot 
help bat call attention to tbe 
prosperous condition ol tbe 
Pleasant Hill church. It is as 
Bro. Kilhefner say a, that there ia 
a kind of an 'all summer revival' 
going on there. The success of 
this church is a very substantial 
example ol what a church can 
do when tbere is union and an 
absence of those outside issues 
that are of no benefit to the 
growth of true Christianity.

Why should 
it be thus 1 Why are a body of 
people who claim to come togeth 
er for the advancement ot Chris- 
tian truth and for the cause of 
right be afraid to teJl the actual 
tacts ot tbe case aud smother 
truth by remaining silent or by 
even telling a f alee hood by mak- 
ing things appear in a false light T 
Can tbe cause of truth be served 
best by giving the tacts a false 


face? This has been a great 
question with me, and I know 
with many others. Of course 
none of ns care to be the one 
that will give an unfavorable 
criticism. Tbere is only one 
way by which a Christian can 
reconcile his conscience under 
•nch circumstances and that is 
by remaining silent. To say all 
was well when it ia not is an act- 
ual untruth. I hope the day will 
come when we shall not be afraid 
or ashamed to tell tacts. 

On Thursday night or Friday 
morning of our convention, our 
old eister Abbie Keish passed 
away to ber eternal rest.

While we were sorry to lose tbe 
influence of our slater we could 
not help but rejoice that her suf- 
ferings were over.

The con- 
vention adjourned on Saturday 
aiternoon to attend her funeral.

ton churches. In justice to them 
we feel this explanation should 
be made.

The Board decided to supply 
our Meigs Co., brethren with 
preaching occasionally, and also 
to continue the Logan Co., Mis- 
sion, and to send some oue to 
Summit Co., on a prospecting 
tour. 

The securing of a state evange- 
list in accordance with the de- 
cision of the state convention ; 
we have not fully decided yet 
what to do, as we need a little 
time to arrange and perfect our 
plans. To aid us in our work, 
we appeal to every one, who 
kuows of a place where mission 
work could be done for the. State 
of Ohio, to report at once to the 
secretary of the Ohio Home Mis- 
sion. It will be impossible for 
us to hire an evangelist and keep 
him constantly employed in the 
mission field. Theretore we 
think it would be advisable for 
organized churches who want an 
evangelist, and do not know 
where to secure one, to send iu 
your requests, and when we have 
an evangelist employed, and have 
no mission work tor htm to do, 
we may send him to such organ- 
ized churches, that can not secure 
au evangelist. We do not ex- 
pect to pay tbe evangelist out of 
the mission fund however, when 


sent to organized churches, un- 
less they are unable to remuner- 
ate him.
